TTIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  approved  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  passed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Association 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  on  the  11th 
day  of  June,  1937 : — 

Resolution  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia. 

Resolved  and  Declared,  That  the  article 
“  Codeine  ”  be  struck  out  of  item  1  in  Part  III. 
of  Schedule  A  of  the  “  Pharmacy  Act,”  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
chapter  215,  and  that  Part  III.  of  Schedule  A 
of  the  said  Act  be  amended  by  including  the 
following  article  as  item  x95: — 

“  Codeine  when  combined  with  other  ingredi¬ 
ents  in  preparations  possessing  medici¬ 
nal  qualities  other  than  those  possessed 
by  Codeine  when  taken  alone:  Provided 
that  in  any  liquid  preparation  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  Codeine  shall  not  exceed  Vi  grain 
in  each  fluid  dram,  and  that  in  any  solid 
preparation  the  quantity  of  Codeine 
shall  not  exceed  14  grain  in  any  capsule, 
tablet,  pill,  powder,  or  wafer,  and  that 
the  total  weight  of  Codeine  in  any  such 
preparation  shall  not  exceed  5  per  cent, 
of  the  total  weight  of  all  the  medicinal 
ingredients,  excluding  ingredients  used 
as  a  base.” 


And,  further,  that  the  figure  “  1  ”  in  item  8 
of  Part  I.  of  Schedule  A  of  the  said  Act  be 
struck  out,  and  the  figui'e  “  95  substituted 
therefor.

T>E  IT  KNOWN  that,  pursuant  to  and  by 
virtue  of  the  powers  and  authority  vested 
in  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  by  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act,”  being  chapter  122  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936,”  the  said  Board  has  made  the  following 
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regulation  in  place  of  Regulation  No.  15c  of 
the  Board  dated  the  2(!th  day  of  August,  1936, 
which  expired  on  the  30th  day  of  September, 
1937,  namely: — 

Mercantile  Industry. 

Persons  employed  in  the  mercantile  industry, 
which  includes  all  establishments  operated  for 
the  purpose  of  wholesale  and  (or)  retail  trade 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  with  the 
exception  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  the  City 
of  North  Vancouver,  Municipality  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  West  Vancouver,  the  Municipality  of 
the  District  of  Burnaby,  the  City  of  Victoria, 
the  Municipality  of  the  Township  of  Esguimalt, 
the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Oak  Bay, 
and  the  Municipality  of  the  District  of  Saanich, 
may  work  three  (3)  hours  per  day  in  excess  of 
the  limit  prescribed  by  section  3  of  the  said 
Act,  on  Saturday  of  each  week  and  on  the  day 
preceding  a  statutory  holiday,  when  such  statu¬ 
tory  holiday  occurs  on  a  Saturday,  but  the 
total  hours  worked  in  any  one  week  shall  not 
exceed  forty-eight  (48).

Mercantile  Industry— D rug -stores . 

Persons  employed  in  drug-stores  as  regis¬ 
tered  apprentices,  certified  clerks,  or  licentiates 
of  pharmacy  may  work  four  (4)  hours  per 
week  in  excess  of  the  weekly  limit  prescribed 
by  section  3  of  the  Act,  but  in  no  case  shall  the 
daily  hours  worked  by  any  registered  appren¬ 
tice,  certified  clerk,  or  licentiate  of  pharmacy 
in  any  drug-store  exceed  nine  (9)  in  any  one 
day.

“GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 


ter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  the  Game-tag  Regulations 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game 
Act  ”  by  Order  in  Council  No.  404,  approved 
April  10th,  1933,  and  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  of  April  20th,  1933,  be  re¬ 
scinded,  and  the  following  regulations  be  made 
and  substituted  therefor: — 

“  Game-tag  Regulations. 

“  1.  Each  deer,  as  defined  under  the  ‘  Game 
Act,’  shall,  when  killed  or  taken,  have  a  seal 
which  has  not  been  previously  used  attached  to 
the  carcass  thereof,  and  such  seal  must  be 
securely  attached  to  the  carcass  and  locked  by 
the  person  killing  or  taking  the  animal  and  to 
whom  the  seal  has  been  issued  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 

“  2.  Seals  may  be  issued  by  any  Game 
Warden,  Provincial  Constable,  Government 
Agent,  or  any  person  authorized  by  the  Game 
Commission,  and  the  seal  shall  be  in  the  shape 
and  style  as  decided  upon  by  the  Game  Com¬ 
mission. 

“  3.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  (25c.)  shall 
be  payable  for  every  seal. 

“  4.  The  seal  shall  remain  on  the  carcass  of 
the  deer  until  the  carcass  has  been  removed  or 
transported  to  the  place  where  it  is  proposed 
to  consume  the  carcass. 

“  5.  The  transfer  of  seals  by  any  licence- 
holder  to  another  is  prohibited. 

“  6.  Should  any  purchaser  of  seals  possess 
any  unused  seals  after  the  expiration  of  the 
open  season  on  deer  for  which  the  seals  were 
obtained,  then  on  his  producing  such  unused 
seals  and  his  expired  firearms  licence  at  the 
time  he  takes  out  his  firearms  licence  for  the 
next  year  the  numbers  of  such  unused  seals 
shall  be  entered  on  his  new  firearms  licence, 
and  they  may  then  be  used  during  the  next 
open  season  on  deer  as  outlined  in  these  regu¬ 
lations. 

“  7.  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  in  re¬ 
spect  to  any  deer  killed  by  an  Indian,  pros¬ 
pector,  surveyor,  or  farmer  (on  his  own  prop¬ 
erty  only)  for  use  for  food  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  in  that  behalf  contained  in  sections 
7  to  10,  inclusive,  of  the  ‘  Game  Act.’

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  t"he  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
vvhich  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill : 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House : 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 


(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in ‘fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent,  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage 
of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also  whether 
they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not,  and 
the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or 
for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to 
such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in 
which  the  general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  de¬ 
parted  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed  in 
accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon 
the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twrenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time. 
Further  particulars  can  be  had  on  application 
to  the  undersigned.

OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  an  application 
will  be  made,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  at  its  next  ses¬ 
sion  for  an  Act  to  amend  the  “  Vancouver 
Incorporation  Act,  1921,”  in  the  manner  follow¬ 
ing,  to  provide  by  such  amendments  for  the 
following  powers,  that  is  to  say: — 

1.  To  amend  section  2  of  the  said  Act  by 
numbering  the  definition  of  “  rateable  parcel  of 
land  ”  therein  as  subsection  (22 a)  ;  and  by 
striking  out  the  word  “  shall  ”  in  the  second 
line  of  such  definition,  and  substituting  there¬ 
for  the  word  “  may.” 

2.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  that  no 
candidate  for  election  as  Mayor  shall  incur  an 
expenditure  for  campaign  purposes  in  excess 
of  $2,000,  and  that  a  statement  of  such  ex¬ 
penditures  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  within 
two  weeks  following  the  election. 

3.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  that  no 
candidate  for  election  as  Alderman  shall  incur 
an  expenditure  for  campaign  purposes  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  $300,  and  that  a  statement  of  such 
expenditures  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  within 
two  weeks  following  the  election. 

4.  To  amend  section  40  of  the  said  Act  to 
provide  for  entering  on  the  assessment  roll  the 
best  description  available  of  lands  the  fee  of 
which  is  in  the  Crown,  whether  Dominion  or 
Provincial,  but  which  have  been  leased  or  sold 
and  where  the  lessee  or  purchaser  has  not 
registered  such  lease  or  conveyance. 

5.  To  further  amend  section  40  of  the  said 
Act  to  provide  for  the  placing  on  the  assess¬ 
ment  roll  of  the  name  of  any  person  having  an 
assessable  interest  in  any  lands  the  fee-simple 
of  which  is  held  in  the  name  of  His  Majesty  in 
right  of  the  Dominion  and  the  value  of  his 
interest. 

6.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  the 
assessment  and  taxation  of  the  right  or  interest 
of  any  occupant  of  Crown  lands  where  such 
lands  are  occupied  otherwise  than  in  an  official 
capacity,  on  the  basis  that  such  lands  shall  be 
assessed  and  taxed  at  their  actual  cash  value 
as  if  the  occupant  were  the  actual  owner 
thereof  during  the  period  of  occupancy. 

7.  To  amend  section  48  of  the  said  Act  to 
clarify  the  provision  with  respect  to  the  time 
for  the  sitting  of  the  Court  of  Revision. 

8.  To  amend  subsection  (11)  of  section  56 
of  the  said  Act  by  providing  that  assessments 
on  improvements  shall  not  be  reduced,  on  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  Board  of  Assessment  Appeals,  in  an 
amount  greater  than  ten  per  centum  from  the 
assessment  in  the  preceding  year. 

9.  To  amend  section  59  of  the  said  Act  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  by  the  Council  of 
a  person  other  than  the  City  Treasurer  to  be 
the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  city. 

10.  To  amend  section  73  of  the  said  Act  to 
enable  purchasers  under  tax-sale  certificates  to 
assign  the  same. 

11.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  a 
period  of  two  years  for  the  redemption  of  any 
parcel  of  land  sold  for  unpaid  taxes  in  the 
year  1937. 

12.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  the 
imposition  of  a  tax  upon  holders  of  beer  li¬ 
cences  under  the  “  Government  Liquor  Act  ” 
carrying  on  business  in  the  city,  and  to  pi-ovide 
for  fixing  a  scale  of  such  taxes  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  beer  sold  by  such  holders. 

13.  To  amend  section  163  of  the  said  Act  to 
give  the  Council  power  to  provide  a  Board  of 
Examiners  for  examining  electricians  as  to 
efficiency  and  competency,  and  for  granting  or 
refusing  certificates  by  such  Board  of  Exam¬ 
iners,  and  for  prohibiting  electricians  from 
carrying  on  business  or  operating  unless  they 
shall  have  been  granted  such  certificates  of 
registration  by  such  Board. 


14.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  the 
taxing  by  the  city  of  insurance  companies  and 
of  trust  companies  carrying  on  business  in  the 
city. 

15.  To  amend  subsection  (124)  of  section  163 
of  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  removing  the 
maximum  of  $100  in  respect  of  the  licence  fees 
mentioned  therein. 

16.  To  amend  subsection  (126)  of  section  163 
of  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  removing  the 
maximum  of  $100  in  respect  of  the  licence  fees 
mentioned  therein. 

17.  To  amend  subsection  (126a)  of  section 
163  of  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  substituting 
$500  for  the  maximum  of  $100  in  respect  of  the 
licence  fees  mentioned  therein,  and  for  altering 
the  maximum  of  $3  per  person  mentioned 
therein  to  $2  per  person,  and  by  providing  for 
a  minimum  licence  fee  of  $15. 

18.  To  amend  subsection  (1265)  of  section 
163  of  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  removing  the 
maximum  of  $200  mentioned  therein. 

19.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  that 
the  city  may  build,  acquire,  equip,  maintain, 
and  operate  premises  for  the  inspection  of 
motor-vehicles,  and  may  compel  all  persons 
operating  motor-vehicles  on  the  streets  of  the 
city  ti  cause  the  same  to  be  inspected  peri¬ 
odically  at  such  times  as  the  Council  shall  by 
by-law  direct,  and  for  imposing  a  charge  for 
such  inspection,  and  for  preventing  all  such 
motor-vehicles  as  shall  fail  to  pass  such  inspec¬ 
tion  from  operating  on  the  streets  of  the  city, 
and  for  fixing  standards  of  safety  and  of 
repair  with  respect  to  all  motor-vehicles  using 
the  streets  of  the  city. 

20.  To  amend  subsection  (131)  of  section  163 
of  the  said  Act  to  give  the  Council  power  to 
limit  the  number  of  licences  issued  for  the 
operation  of  taxicabs,  and  to  provide  for  a 
Board  to  be  appointed  by  Council  with  power 
to  grant  or  refuse  applications  for  such  li¬ 
cences,  and  to  revoke  or  cancel  such  licences  in 
the  discretion  of  the  said  Board. 

21.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  the 
imposition  of  a  nominal  fee  for  the  registration 
of  bicycles  pursuant  to  by-law. 

22.  To  amend  subsection  (139)  of  section  163 
of  the  said  Act  to  provide  that  the  city  may 
acquire,  establish,  and  maintain  automatic 
mechanical  appliances  in  the  streets  of  the 
city  for  the  purpose  of  charging  persons  who 
desire  to  park  or  stand  vehicles  on  such  streets, 
and  authorizing  the  Council  to  fix  such  charges 
and  to  compel  the  payment  thereof. 

23.  To  amend  subsection  (146)  of  section  163 
of  the  said  Act  by  striking  out  the  words 
“  between  the  hours  of  nine  o’clock  in  the  fore¬ 
noon  and  five  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  ”  where 
they  appear  therein. 

24.  To  amend  section  163  of  the  said  Act  to 
provide  that  the  Council  may  by  by-law  impose 
penalties  for  failure  to  pay  licence  fees  at  such 
time  or  times  as  may  be  stipulated  in  the  by¬ 
law  with  respect  thereto,  or  to  provide  for 
rebates  in  the  amount  of  such  licence  fees  if 
paid  before  a  certain  time  or  times  to  be  named 
in  the  by-law. 

25.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  that 
the  Council  may  by  by-law  or  resolution  set 
aside  for  sewer-construction  a  proportion  of 
the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  tax-sale  lands  the 
title  to  which  has  been  acquired  by  the  city. 

26.  To  amend  section  245  of  the  said  Act  to 
clarify  the  powers  of  Justices  of  the  Peace 
within  the  city. 

27.  To  amend  section  266  of  the  said  Act  to 
provide  that  the  qualifications  of  a  member  of 
the  Park  Board  shall  be  the  same  as  for  an 
Alderman. 

28.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  that 
the  Council  shall  have  authority  to  pay  any 
sum  required  for  the  indemnification,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part,  of  any  person  who  is  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  city  against  whom  an  action  or 
prosecution  is  brought  and  costs  or  other  neces¬ 
sary  expenses  are  incurred  or  damages  re- 
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covered,  or  where  the  conduct  of  such  a  person 
is  called  in  question  upon  an  inquiry  under 
section  288  of  the  said  Act  or  under  sections 
315  or  316  of  the  said  Act,  in  any  case  in  which 
the  Council  deems  that  the  case  is  a  proper  one 
for  such  indemnity,  and  where  damages  are 
claimed  against  any  such  person  the  Council 
may  settle  such  claim  and  pay  the  amount  at 
which  such  settlement  is  made. 

29.  To  repeal  section  320  of  the  said  Act, 
thus  reducing  the  responsibility  of  the  city  with 
respect  to  the  repair  of  streets  to  that  of  other 
municipalities  in  the  Province. 

30.  To  amend  Form  No.  2  of  the  Schedule  of 
the  said  Act  by  striking  out  at  the  end  thereof 
the  form  of  Notice  of  Appeal.
